Commodore Colt's Danutlcss, Anchored, a 


Floatiris Mcaiorlal. 


Full many; a large and: handsonje 


yacht bhs lost her ovrtier becansa ho haa 
tired of hsr, or, agaiD, because a i-edncad 
incomo forced, him to abaudori the1 ex- 
travagant Jnsnry, but here is;onei that,; 
losing her inaater by his untimely;daath, 
has boen specially providedlfor iu-ber 
declining years. .Steadfast nutd,the i?nd,. 
iho was ii'ofc sold off for half price to get 
tid - of her, but,' like a ftiithlul dog or 
horse that has outlived its days of use- 
fulness, has been allowed to finish out 
her life in qniet reppso. 


Itis76hly a few years ago -that the 


Bt'hooner yacht Danuiless was one of'the 
very stanohest boats afloat. Iii a race 
across the Atlantic with the Coronet sho 
did herself proud. Her commani'er .was 
a commodore, and .her graceful form 
was a familiar figure iii .the great yacht- 
ing world. 
Now, .with sails;forever 


furled, with pennants hauled down for 
the last time and housing canvased over, 
she tngs at an anchor that seems ties 
tined never to rise again. 


The aiaster whom she thus serves in 


spirit was^jn lifa Oommodoie Oaldwell 
H. Colt, the only child of the lato.Colo- 
nel Samuel.Colt, the arms manufactur- 
er. He died at PnntaGorda, Fla.,"about, 
three jears ago, while oft' on a. cruise. 
Thia circumstance, togethor with his 
fondness for the boat, led his wealthy 
mother to preserve it, though no'longer 
of use, jnst as others'ilay away in a 
drawer the toys of dead children. So it 
is that the yacht idles her life away, a 
silent memorial, ' In farther remem- 
brance of thetload man's yachting career 
tho new Celt memorial house in EKi't- 
ford, costing Eoveral hundred thronsaud 
dollars, bnars on its' facade a beautiftil 
reprodnctiou of the Dauntless iu ECDlp- 
tured stone and many other suggestions 
of the sea.

Anchored off Esses, a few miles up 


from the mouth of tho Connecticut river, 
the good old yacht is now living out, her 
life of case. It is said that she will 
never again go into commission—cer- 
tainly not so long as the mother lives. 
The spot is quiet, secluded and all that 
a retired favorite could ask for in her 
old age, and the same waters that h-n 
her side flow, 40 miles tip stream, wiih- 
in a stone's throw.of the celebrated fac- 
tory " whose machinery prodnced the 
wealth thnt purchased ,aud maintained 
the boat.—Brooklyn Bagln.

Before, and for some weeks after.the 


general election last November, there 
was only one candidate in tho 3eld for 
United States Senator from Nevada, 
and that candidate wa's Senator John 
P. Jones, who desires to succeed him- 
self. By common consent the silver 
men and Democrats accepted Senator 
Jones as the logical candidate for 
'United States Senator, as he is an ac- 
knowledged champion of the silver 
cause in and .out of Congress. The 
State Contention which-assembled at 
Eiko, nominated a fusion eleutio'ral 
ticket, and 
indorsed by 
platform 


without a dissenting voice, the candi- 
dacy of Senator Jones. The Silver Party 
County Conventions, wherever held, 
did likewise, and in fact, it was gener- 
-ally understood, that he was the choise 
of the Silver and Democratic parties, 
as wall as of the Silver Republicans, 
for United States Senator. That the 
indorsement of Senator Jones was in 
accord with the popular sentiment was 
conclusively demonstrated at. the bal- 
lot box, and the result was announced 
by the press of the State as a victory 
for Senator Jones. 


Since the election and during the ab- 


sence of our Senators and Representa- 
tive, who were-at the time in Califor- 
nia, a decided change in favor of the 
election of men who could afford to 
gpend more'of their time among their 
constituents manifested itself through- 
out the State, and at the solicitation of 
ardent advocates of "home rule" doc- 
trine, Hoii. George S. Nix'on of Hum- 
boldt announced himself n candidate 
for United States Senator. As no local

FlISlrfKIC 
ROOMS. 


Apartments iu the Ormsby TVhere Poll- 


tics Have-Been "Done." 


j The managers of Mr Geo. S. Nixon 
must, have a.oup'erstition about-lucky' 
rooms. They have .selected rooms ,36 
and 37, off from the big parlor of, the 
Ormsby .for 
Nixon's 
headquarters. 


These rooias have quite a lot of history 
attached • to them. The very air is red- 
olent of politics and everything about 
the place is flavored with it. 
Every 


time a Senatorial flght comes off tUe 
landlord fixes up the rooms with new 
carpets, new furniture and new wall 
paper, .but the odor of liquor, the faint 
perfume of Havana cigars and the per- 
ceptible scents of mingled brands of 
wine, or the ghost of them, is still there. 


The Urst great contest in the State 


was when Bill Stewart and Jim Nye 
wrestled for the two short terms. 
Stewart had his head quarters there 
and the "booze" flowed like a mountain 
torrent. He won on the first ballot, 
and for several days the booze contin- 
ued to flow in honor of the event. 


Nye, DeLong, Judge Cradlebaugh 


and Judge Whitman were also in the 
race. There were'saven ballots and no 
choice. Word was sent to Oradlebaugh 
that if he would give.up all Govern- 
ment patronage . he could secure his 
election. The answer was: 


'I had rather be a dbg and bay at'the 


moon, than be such a Senator." 


That night a new combination was 


made, and old Nye captured the Sena- 
torship on the first ballot with 29 votes 
DeLong 16 and Gradlebaugh 7. . . 


In 1869 DeLong had tho historic 


rooms and made EI flght against Nye 
who had won the short term in his 
first fight Nye was called the "Grey 
Eagle." Tom Fitch, Tom Williams and 
John Winters were also in. It was .a 
hot personal fight and there was a 
good deal of newspaper abuse, flowing 
along with wine, whisky and cigars, ad 
lib. The followors-of Nye made a prop- 
osition to DeLong of the .Ministership 
to Japan, if he would draw oat. It is 
said that he demanded $25,000 and got 
it, bat no one will ever know ag these 
walls will not speak. At any rate Nye 
was elected and DeLong got the Minis- 
tership. 


The next big flght was between Wil- 


liam Sharon and John P. 'Jones. Jonas 
was a bull on the stock market, and it 
was charged that Sharon was trying to 
break the market to cripple Jones, who 
was known as "The Great Commoner." 


This was in '72 and when the cam- 


paign got pretty hot Sharon withdrew 
on the 16th of August. Nye was also 
in the flght. The Bank of California 
and the V. & T. K. B. who have been 
fighting Jones, swung in line and he 
came to Carson and opened bis head- 
quarters at rooms 36 and 37. Jones 
won on the first ballot with 53 votes, 
and began his remarkable public career 
in the U. S. Senate. 


But Sharon was "up and coming" in 


the next Senatorial flght in ]874 and it 
was a hot one. 


Jones in the other flght had scattered 


coin very liberally, even at a time when 
he had no need to, and really had no" 
Sght. He said he wanted to "set the 
pace" for the next man, and he set it to 
the tune of about $75,000. " 


When Sharon got in, old Sutro 


opened his butteries, and with news- 
papers, magic lantern 
shows and 


orators he roasted Sharon in great 
style. Sharon took those same old 
rooms at the Ormsby, and Pantland 
charged him $100 per day, alleging that, 
"so much champagne spoiled the car- 
pets." It is said that the,liquor was so 
liberal that it ran down through the 
cracks and loosened the ceiling below. 
Sharon dumped nearly a million dol- 
lars in this flght, but got it all back. 
He told the Legislative nominees to 
load up on Ophir, bnt to let go when it 
struck $300. They loaded up got their 
friends in and elected Sharon, but the 
stock slumped before it'( struck $300, 
and Sharon, by shortening the market, 
made a great clean up. Cut no one 
kicked. They i said that in finance be 
was the boss, and took off their hats. 


In the Legislature he got 49 votes on 


the first ballot. 


In the next campaign John P. Jones 


had no opposition. 


On January 14,1879, he received 60 


votes on the first ballot, A. M. Hill- 
house getting the.complimentary vote 
of the Democrats, which amounted to 
14. 


The next campaign was between Wm. 


Sharon and 'Fair. 
Fair 
showered 


money upon tbe voters in that election 
with a lavish hand, p&ying as high as 
$80 a vote in Churchill county and $40 
in Washoe. Sharon declined to spend 
a cent. Fair's ticket was elected, but 
there was a rumor that Adolph Sutro 
would come in and contest his seat 
with a big sack, 


Fair came to Carson and engaged, 


rooms at the ormsby House, these 
same soomu, 36-37, but no sooner was 
his Inggage in the hall, than he asked 
the Sharp Brothers, who then run the 
place, the price of accomodations. 


"One 
hundred dollars a day, the reg- 


ular price;" was the answer. 


"Take me luggage out of the house, 


me son, I have spaut so much on the 
election that I will have to economize." 


Jones and Sharon haJ always paid 


that price, but Fair declined to con- 
sider it and' went to "mine host Gary" 
at the Arlington. 


Sutro came into the flght and took 


the rooms that Fair \\i& vacated; .. 


He broke the Fair causus, bnt men 


who were there answered to the names 
of absentees, and while there was no 
quorum they bluffed it through. 


Sntro captured 35 members of tbe 


legislature, and an elaborate job was

In 1890 Jones was again a candidate 


and was without serious opposition.

Winters ordered up 
by wire $1,000 worth of wine, and John 
Sweeney^ General Roberts and A. Liv- 
ingston opened it. Jones provided', a 
big banquet at the Arlington that cost 
51,500. / .

Four years ago Stewart waa a candi- 


date for re-election on the silver ticket. 


He had no opposition and easily car- 


ried the day. He also celebrated by a 
banquet at the Arlington . House that 
all who attended say was a hummer. "

famous struggles for the Senatorial 
toga since the State became a part of 
the Union. A good deal is from mem- 
ory and may be imperfect as to dates, 
bnt it is in the main correct. 


All the candidates of any prominence
